In an article on Co-partnership, 


«|“Engineering” says that some in-|. 
_|teresting particulars “of existing 


co-partnership schemes are deacrib- 
ed by Mr. E, W. Mundy, B.A., in a 
pamphlet recently published by the 
Industrial Co-partnership Associa- 
tion. The outstanding example ia, 
of course, that of the South Metro- 
politan Gas ‘Company, whose syatem 
dates from 80 yearg\back. It was 
founded: by Sir George Livesey: 
amidst a storm of depreciation and 
abuae in certain sections of the 
popular press, but it has proved an 
outstanding success, It was, in 
fact, the scheme worked out here 
which was adopted as the model for 
the ‘Whitley Joint Industrial Coun- 
cils,, This undertaking was the 
first, moreover, to appoint workmen 
directors, an. example which | has 
aince been followed by a number of 
other firms.

After submitting te the .Magle- 
trate amended charges showing al- 
terations made in the amounts and 
articles previously set out ‘as: hav- 
ing been stolen from ‘various pas- 
sengers, explaining that the error 
was due to some of the witnesses | 
stating thé total value of what they 
“had lost inatead of what was ac- 
tually stolen. from'them, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith proceeded to outline the case |

When the Piracy Started. 
About’ 8.10 am., on October 19 
-when the'“Irene” had got past the 
‘Ockseu Lighthouse -on Ockseu Is- 
Janda, about.ten miles off the light,

They gave the officers very strict 
instructions to give all passing 
ships a wide berth. When the*ves- 
sel did subsequently pass a ship, 
the pirates went down flat on the 
deck ‘and ‘covered the officers with 
révolvers, This happened on every 
subsequent occasion that a ship was

Another order which the officers 
had from the pirates was to observe 
all due formalities, and: therefore 
when they paased a British warship, 
the Master of the “Irene” dipped 
his flag, Things ‘continued in this 
way until ‘October 20 when the 
“Irene” passed the Mendoza “Is- 
lands, At this point the Officers 
were. given instructions to alter the 
course for Bias Bay, they were also 
given instructions to have the life. 
boats ready, and to yo into the bay 
without tights, - oe 

"The Submarine Appears. 

Mr. Whyte-Smith then turned to 
the gecond part. of. the | case, ‘and 


‘dealt with, tha actions of the sub- 


marine L4. The L4 was in a posi- 
tion about # mile north of Bate 
Island, and Lieut, Halahan was in 
charge. When he saw the “Irene”? 
entering the bay with the lights 
dimmed, he was ‘immediately sus- 
picious, and gave the signal for the 
"Jrene” to stop immediately. As 
this.order was not taken: any. notice 
of ‘Lieut.. Halahan turned his 
searchlight on the “Irene” and 
again signalled her, but there was 
atill no .réply.. A lve round was 
then fired across the “Irerie’s" bow, 
and this ‘seemed to have some ef- 
fect as the .“Irenc’s"” | engine ap- 
peared to stop for a few minutes, 
Soon ‘afterward,’ however, Lieut, 
Halahan:.saw by the swirl of, the 
propeller that.the . ship was again 
nioving, go he fired at the ship, aim- 
ing at-the engineroom. As this 
did. not appear to have any effect, 
he: next fired an explosive shell 
which landed. on the counter ‘of ‘the 
“Irene”.

The cenversation concluded 
by second accused promising the 
Captain a good “cumshaw’” if-every- 
thing went well, As a preliminary 
thia pirate gave the witness 12 tins 
of cigarettes. : 
. During the conversation the cay 
tain noticed the first, third, fourth 
and ‘fifth accused together with 
others bring up clothing and other 
property from the lower deck. -He 
also saw, the compradore’s son-in- 
law being led to the stern by the 
Pirates, 


15 to 20 Pirates. 


In witness's opinion there were 
15 to 20 pirates. The third av- 
cused visited his cabin about an 
hour after the ship was geized 
and handed him $700 in Shanghai’ 
eurrenccy for safe custody. This 
Money was placed in the safe and 
after testing the lock aceused went 
away satisfied. About half-an-hour 
later the man returried and asked 
for, the money. 

“The witness was pretty free in 
the course of the day but was twice 
‘visited by the fourth accused who 
gave him instructions about pass- 
ing ships, The British warship 
waa passed on October 20... She 
signalled ‘out all the witness could 
do waa to dip his flag. 

That evening they reached Bate 
IsJand at. 8. o’cleck and- a -few 
minutes later they sighted ‘the hull 
of the L4.

“Pat Out To Sea.” 


Soon after the L4 was sighted 
the pirates ordered the Captain ‘to 
take to one of ‘the boats: and put 
out to: sen with the pirates on 
board.

When the panic was at its height, 
three pirates chased the captain all 
over the ship, but he managed to 
evade'them in spite of the “fact 
that they ‘fired sliots at him.

CONSTRUCTING SETS. 


BASEBOARD; SYSTEM OR — 
PANEL PLAN? 


+ Wo doubt whether ‘a time will 
ever arrive when all who bulld wire- 
less seta will construct on the base- 
board system alone, or only on the 
panel plane Some favour one way, 
and some another, consequently, 
ff our circuits are to be completely 
described, it Is necessary that we 
should portray them all as laid out 
in the more modern fashion, ae 
well as in a way with which every 
reader is very familiar, : 

It fs quite casy for anyone with 
a panel diagram before him to ar- 
range for himself a baseboard Iny- 
out, but we are mindful of the fact 
that unless some care is taken in 
wiring up a act ‘on the American 
principle a poor result only may be 
secured. . : ' 

There {s an ort in laying out one's 
components so that they may be 
housed in the least 
and arranged with due regard’ to 
wiring efficiency, This latter potht 
may not arise to any great extent, 

‘| but in the case of an HLF. circuit 


the wiring must be disposed so as’ 


to avoid ‘conflicting fields, interac. 
tion, and capacity effects, 

For a panel-assembled set, we 
recommend a 24 by‘10 inches Panel, 
and one nearly as large will be re- 
quired even when additional com- 
ponent space is provided by a bave- 
board, We snvise 22 by 9 inches 
as the smallest size that should be 
worked on.. The baseboard should 
be 22 by 10. Cramped components 
are, difficult to wire, 
valves and coils are given too little 
toom the ‘operation of the set be- 
comes very annoying. It should ‘ba 
possible to delve the hand through 
the ‘cabinet lid, and remove or in- 
sort both coils and valves without 
being tempted to employ language 
more eloquent than courteous, 

This applies especially to the 
coils, which, if they fit rightly into 
the holder, as they ‘should do, are 
not only to withdraw ff the hand 
has to be kept bent over, say, the 
vanes of the variable condenser, | 

It is a good plan to place inalde’ 
the set, and in series: with the 
accumulator, a small electric bulb 
of suitable voltage. This. should 
be slung from the unhi 
of the lid. or secured, by means of 
a bracket, to the cabinct wall, 

Whether a set is built one way 
or another, it should behave in the 
same way provided, both methods 
are efficient. . 

The companents, with. certain ex- 
ceptions’ and additions, are the 
Coils,‘ valves, and most of 
the connectiona areidentical, but a 
few variations have,been introduced 
to suit clreumstances, : : 

We would warn constructors 
against fixing the variable. con- 
denser to the panel before they have 
made quite sure that {ts vanes will 
not foul the colls. The’ positions 
to be occupied by the rheostata 
should be decided before they are 
attached. i

P. L. BUREAU OF POSTS 
“PLANS, > 


The Philippines burcau “of: posts 
will establish 16 radio stattons and 
16 post telegraph offices with | an 
estimated cost of P270,000 before 
the end of this year, it was learn- 
ed at the bureau recently. There 
are at present 40 radio «stations 
operating under the bureau of posts 


‘and more than 600 post telegraph 


offices. Ten new post telegraph 
offices have been established since 
January this year. : ‘ 
. Two post telegraph offices, aach 
costing more than P1,000 to estab- 
lish were opened on. October .22 in 
\Calape, Bohol dnd in’ Calatrava, 
Oceldental Negros. The burcau of 
posts has asked P20,000 from tho 
Insular Treasury to cover the coat 
of constructing a radio station in 
Baler to replace the one destroyed 
during the typhoon last month, : 
The radio stations which will be 
established by the bureau of posts 
this’ year will cost between P6,000 
and P10,000 each, ft was learned.
